Isreal teaches that a graphical user interface can be created by means of a dialogue manager and its use in selecting components for the 
graphical user interface (Figure 5 and Figure 10). The combination of Isreal and Shaw goes further to use this dialog manager to have 
means for creating the graphical user interface after clearly stating that the type of graphical user interface displayed will be based on after 
determining the bandwidth capabilities of the client device (Shaw, column 5 , lines 3-7). It is obvious from Shaw's disclosure, that this 
invention creates the graphical user interface of a client device, the client device representing buyers, based on the bandwidth capabilities 
of the client, as recited in claim 1 (column 9, lines 55-67). 
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
